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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-27, and 29-37 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: A bezel comprising controls for controlling display formats, communication 
devices, navigational devices, and equipment sensors include an interchangeable 
display region displaying dynamic motion for a set of aircraft wingtip markers relative to 
a geographic horizon line while the horizon line is maintained in a fixed position and, on 
the same display, interchangeably display a dynamic motion of the horizon line and 
other geographical features while the set of aircraft wingtip markers is maintained in a 
fixed parallel orientation with a top of the bezel. Moreover, the prior art indicates that 
this particular device is novel and has not been published or patented by other entities.
